Thto Is not, as the 
court expilclty explains, because the 
principles of the measure aro not ap- 
proved by the court—in fact It takes 
occasion explicitly to disapprove of 
unregulated child labor, but because 
it hold* that the law. which sought 
to regulate «uch labor by tho Imposi- 
tion at an excise tax upon the em- 
ployers, encroaches upon the powers 
of the states, and. that in passing it 
congress exceeded its authority. 
It if unfortunate that any state, as 


for a flagrant example North Carolina 
seeks to continue * form of slavery 
by permitting the 
employment Of 


children, under the age of fourteen 
years In manufacturing 
establish- 


ments. 
The limit sought to be im- 


posed by congress is low enough, and 
to permit the employing of mere in- 
fanta in factories and workshops not 
onjy shocks the moral sense of the 
country but mustxlnevitably prevent 
the Intellectual and physical devoir 
Opment of the child. 


Sphere are apparently only two ways 


by which child labor can be prohibit- 
ed. One Is by arousing public senti- 
ment In states where now It ia permit, 
ted to such extent that a state law 
can be passed similar to those in New 
.York and a great majority of the oth- 
er itates. The other ia by amendment 
to the federal constitution, and this 
it should not 'be difficult to secure, 
though of necessity it would take 
longer. Still, most of the states Have 
regulatory statutes of their own. and 
there should be no such delay in se- 
curing an amendment as there was in 
the, adoption of the prohibition one. 
'And, once passed, it certainly would 
be easier of enforcement, 
The most satisfactory thing about 


the decision of Monday was not the 
conclusion which wag reached. 
It 


was that tho court was unanimous. 
It has seldom been that an Important 
decision has not found a court divid- 
ed either on parti tan or sectional 
grounds. Even though the judges to 
a man disapproved of child labor in 
principle, they agreed on the proviso 
ions of the constitution, and the rights 
of the state under the sovereign law 
as It now exist*. -
